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This Office action replaces the previous Office action mailed 6/25/03. 
The amendment filed 4/29/03 is acknowledged. Claims 51-66 are being considered on 
the merits. 

Claims 51-60 and 62-66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 51 and 54 are vague, confusing and inconsistent in that the preamble is directed to 
the production of unsaturated fatty acids, while the product produced is indicated as unsaturated 
fatty acids or a lipid containing them. 

Claims 51 and 57 are substantial duplicates. Claims 52, 58 and 60 are substantial 
duplicates. Claims 53 and 59 are substantial duplicates. Claims 54 and 62 are substantial 
duplicates. Claims 55, 63 and 65 are substantial duplicates. 

Claims 61 and 66 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

No claim is allowed.
